attleford at the western Canada 
colonization and development conyen- 
flon yesterday, made one statement

Mr. Magrath spoke on “Manufactur- 
{ng in Alberta—Its growth and Possi- 
Iilities,” and seemed to hit the very 
hernel of the colonization and develop- 
ment problem in the west, when he 
stated that if the dominion government | 
had used the $10,000,000 fund it appro- 
yiiated for armories recently, in buy- 
ine live stock and distributing it among 
the brainy young men of western Can- 
ada, thus tending to make them pro- 
ducers instead of destroyers, it would 
he much better for everyone concerned, 

This part of Mr, Magrath’s speech 
‘apparently set a large number of the 
colegates to the convention thinking, 
and itis not Improbable that some con- 
certed action may be taken along the 
lines suggested,

ed the eyes of even a large number 
cf those present who had already heard 
aud seen a Jot about this province, 
jurticularly when he quoted figures of 
the resources and the statement re- 
cently made by Dr, H. M, Tory of Al- 
herta could) supply, without outside 
help, 50,000,000 people it organized and 
scientific action were correctly taken.

INDIAN RESERVE 


Arrangements Made for Big 
Capture of Animals Run- 
ning in South, 


THREE HUNDRED HEAD 
- WILL BE ROPED IN 


Government Plans. to Dispose 
of Them by Public 
Auction, 


A big round up of wild) and stray 
horses on the Blood Indian reserve in 
southern Alberta, commencing on Mon- 
day next has been organized, It is 
expected that the round-up will occupy 
about ten days, The Blood Indian re- 
serve is some 1,500 square miles in ex- 
tent, belng about 60 miles in length 
from north to south and from 14 to 26 
miles in width. It is estimated that 
there are some 800 head of horses 
running wild on the reserve, It is ten 
years since the last round-up took 
place and at that time there was no 
law under which the horses could be 
disposed of, when caught if the own- 
ers did not claim them. The only 
thing that could be done at that time 
was to turn the horses loose again in 
which was done near 
Cowley.

New York, May 15.—A_ special to 
the World from London says:; “Wil- 


liam Marconi gave to the World cor- 
respondent tonight interesting details 
regarding the wireless telephone ex- 
periments which he has been conduct- 
ing. Marconi explained that he had 
completed his wireless telephone tests 
and brought out a practical design of 
wireless telephone apparatus based on 
a principle which has never beforo 
been used in this sort of work, He 
added: ‘We have now got an ap- 
paratus with which we can telephone 
a distance of 100 miles. Some of the 
further tests are to be made between 
ships and shore stations {in south 
England and Wales. So far the 
freatest distance over which we have 
spoken successfully was 33 miles. 
That was between Italian battleships 
on the Mediterrunein about six days 
ago, We have completed an appara- 
tus for 100 m'les at least but we have 
net finished testing it yet Our me- 
thod of comraunicatiton {s just the 
saine as with wireless telegraph ex- 
cept thut Instead of sending wireless 
telegraphic messages, we send over 
the intervening space wireless worde. 
The new principle involved, {ts that 
we have a new way of producing what 
are called continuous wavea,. 

“T think we shall be able presently 
to telephone wirelessly from England 
to America, It may be a question of 
years, I do not know how soon, but [ 
think it will come. Our chief difficulty 
is In controlling sufficient power to 
carry the message that distance. 

I think we shall be able to tele- 
phone wirelessly between England and 
France very soon now, perhaps before 
the end of the year, The conversa- 
tions we have had have been quite 
clear, J think we can speak better 
by night than by day, we can tele- 
phone further. 

The Itallan government has adopted 
the aparatus, We have sent It enough 
for 20 ships. The Italian navy is so 
far the only which has tt 

Wireless telephony can be carried 
out by the same men and the same 
apparatus as we have at present for 
wireless telegraphy. I do not yet 
know its cost, but probably it) will 
be cheaper than telegraphy,

THE PROPO IS, AL WHICH WILL ANNIHILATE 
THE 


ENS GOVERNMENT, 

e pretensions of the Borden government that in its arrange- 
ment with Mackenzie and Mann it is mi iking a deal by which the pub- 
lic of Canada is to be protected were shattered in little more than a 
sentence when Sir Wilfrid Laurier aarmenced to deal with the pro- 
posal in the Dominion house. 

Through the newspapers and in the explanation made by Premier 
Borden in the Dominion house, the country was told that the proposal 
vas to reduce the common stock of the Canadian Northern and its 
subsidiary companies from $140,000,000 to $100,000,000, by wip- 
ing out the subsidiary companies and amalgamating all the several 
parts cf the concern, (now stocked in toto for $140,000,000,) into 
one company, and that the government was to retain $40,000,000 
of the $100,000,000 of common stock. In consideration ‘of this it 
was to find $45,000,000 with which Mackenzie and Mann was to 
complete thei railw ay. 

But when the proposal comes into the Dominion house in the 
form in which it is to be enacted into law, the actual text has an en- 
tirely different meaning. The capital common stock of the company 
is not reduced, but raised. At present the C.N.R. common stock stands 
at $77,000,000. This is to be made $100,000,000, a raise of $33,- 
000,000, The subsidiary companies are not to be wiped out. On 
the contrary, the government virtually ratifies the perpetuation of 
their existence by taking a mortgage upon the holdings of common 
Stock in the various subsidiary compan twenty-eight in all. : 

The common stock of the parent company, therefore, is raised 
the thirty-three million, while the twenty-eight subsidiary companies

$100,000,000 worth of common stock which represents no invest- 
ment, and of which Mackenzie and Mann get $60,000,000. The 
public—who make the stock valuable by paying the freight—retain 
four shares for every six they give value to and hand over to Macken- 
zie and Mann. The stock in the subsidiaries remains where it was and 
Mackenzie and Mann retain in all, subject to a caviat held by the gov- 
ernment.

It would bring panic and disaster to 
Canadian institutions, “involving thousands in ruin, So completely 
have these promoters intertwined and involved their schemes with 
the Canadian banks that it is doubtful if, in case of a collapse of the 
C. N. R. and a cessation of construction, the Canadian banking sys- 
tem could survive the shock. Not only has public money been poured 
out through the dominion treasury to aid the scheme, but the public’s 
savings, through the national banks, have been staked upon the en- 
terprize. It cannot be allowed to stop. It must be put through and it 
must be placed upon a paying basis. 

But where the public is being compelled to finance the project, 
where the public’s money is being poured out through the treasury and 
through the banks for the construction of the road, the public should 
and must control the road. This is the stand which Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier takes; and it is the only stand consistent with common sense and 
a decent regard for the rights of the public. 

This was the policy of Premier Borden previous to his coming 
into office, when he held that where the country was putting up the 
money to build the road it should control the road. 

if the liberal party, previous to the present time, has not laid 
sufficient emphasis upon this policy, but is doing so now, then the 
liberal party has changed its position from wrong to right. If the con- 
servative party advocated this policy in 1904 and has departed from 
it upon accession to office, then the conservative party has changed 
from right to wrong.

FOR A MUNIC IPAL 
PAVING PLANT. 


The proposal, made by the commissioner of public works, that 
the city purchase a paving plant and go into the paving business, is one 
which should have been made long ago and given effect to. Had the 
city had a plant for the past six years it might have been the means of 

saving the ratepayers a lot of money. 

With consistent regularity Edmonton has been paying the highest 
price paid for paving in the west) And with the same consistent re- 
gularity it has been letting the bulk of the contracts to the highest 
bidder. Whether the city has been getting the best quality of paving 
is something which those in the engineering department, who have 
had the letting of the contracts, claim to be alone competent to judge. 
But certainly Jasper avenue does not look as though this had been 
the case. This year, with a new arrangement at the city hall, paving 
prices Show a remarkable drop. But the same recommendation comes 
through from the same source, in the engineering department, that the 
highest tenderer get the big bulk of the work, and this recommenda- 
tion, incidentally, is made without consultation by the engincering de- 
partment with the commissioner into whose responsibility the adjudi- 
cation of the matter of contracts properly enters. 

The whole thing may be all right, absolutely, and the engineering 
department which has been giving the contracts to the highest ten- 
derers for years may have good reasons for attempting to do so again 
in the face of many lower bids. But to the uninitiated the whole 
thing looks mysterious. Certainly there is a very wide range in the 
prices, a range which is explainable only on one or two grounds, that 
somebody has been getting too much for work done, or that some 
others are willing to do w ork for too little. 

The quickest and most incontrovertible way to settle that ques- 
tion would be for the city to go into the business itself. With one 
year’s practical operation it sould be determined what the actual cost 
of paving really is. If the municipal plant never did any more than 
this, it would pay for itself in one year. If, on the other hand, it 


should be discovered that the city can do the work cheaper than it 
can be done under coniract, then the city should altogether cease let- 
ting contracts.

ENPLOYMENT AGENTS 
EXPLAIN SITUATION 
AS TO UNEMPLOYED 
To the editor of the Capital— 

Although we, the undersigned, are 
like the majority of thoughtful citi- 
zens who pay scant attention ty the 
wild statements of the I. W. W. leaders 
and similar unscrupulous agitators, in 
view of the prominence given in the 
press of the city and in the delibera- 
tions of the city council to certain lying 
attacks on the employment agencies of 
this city, it would seem advisable to 
direct public attention to the true as- 
pect of the unemployment situation. 

We are all, sir, reputable agents for 
the employment of labor, with large ex- 
perience in all the phases of agency 
work, and the management of con- 
struction camps ard similar centers of 
labor. We are licensed for this work 
by the Dominion government and the 
city of Edmonton, and our offices and 
books are carefully inspected monthly 
by Mr, A. I. George of the emigration 
department, and whenever the city de- 
sires by Mr, Thomas McCallum, the 
license inspector, Every fee received 
ix entered in our books and to every 
man who is successful in obtaining 
work is immediately given an official 
receipt for his fee, Above all, before 
work is advertised, we insist on receiv- 
ing from the contractor official notifi- 
cation in black and white of all vacan- 
cles to be filled, 

In addition, any fees or expenses 
paid by @ man who does not receive 
employment are immediately refunded 
by any reputable agent, 

Now, sir, for the public statements 
of the IL W. W. leaders, To account 
for tho attitude of these industrious 
agitators, it might be well to explain 
at the outset that no employment agent 
will wittingly accept a fee or locate a 
position to any active member of the 
so-called Industrial Workers of the 
World, No contractor will wittingly 
employ them, for he recognizes the 
folly of advancing railway fares to idle 
men who try to spread dissension, and 
are finally fired after two or three days 
either for incompetence or sheer idle- 
ness, 

It might also be stated that because 
of Edmonton being generally known 
among large employers of labor as the 
strong-hold of the I. W., W. organiza- 
tion that such employers have in the 
past and are now getting their labor 
from other points as a matter of self 
protection. This condition works as 
a detriment to Edmonton as a center 
of labor distribution which has been 
a large factor in the city’s prosperity. 

These accusations against the em- 
ployment agents of the city are that 
contractors and agents are dividing 
fees wrested from poor men on false 
pretences and that the three-gang sys- 
tem is being practiced, whereby one 
gang is working, another gang has just 
been fired, and a third is just being 
hired, 

Now, Sir, these statements are as 
utterly foolish as they are utterly un- 
true, What contractor on earth, for 
the sake of 60 cents, or any other con- 
sideration, is going to play ducks and 
drakes with his business by hiring men 
for a day or two, and firing them as 
soon as they become at all valuable? 
We hereby challenge any person to 
bring proof of the absurd = statement 
that the employment agencies of this 
city, licensed by the Dominion of 
Canada, and the city of Edmonton, are 
either dividing fees with any contrac- 
tor, or maintaining any devicd by which 
men are defrauded of one cent piece. 

The problem of unemployment usual- 
ly contains an element of the unem- 
ployable.

CORRECTION IS MADE 
OF IMPRESSION AS TO 
FISHERY REGULATIONS, 


To the Editor of the Capital: 

An article published in your columns 
several weeks ago with regard- to a 
change of the administration of fishery 
laws by a more rigorous enforcement 
of fishery regulations respecting 
anglers has had a quite misleading ef- 
fect In the country districts. Though 
your statement was substantially cor- 
rect many settlers have misinterpreted 
it, evidently thinking that an un- 
reasonable restriction had been placed 
on the privilege, so long enjoyed by 
them, of angling for jackfish, and 
other varieties of coarse fish. 

I will be very obliged if, through 
your columns, in the public Interest, 
you will correct thls impression. 

So far as I am informed no change 
has been made in the fishery regula- 
tions “published under order in coun- 
cll of 12th ebruary, 1210,” though the 
department of fisherles is endeavoring 
to enforce these regulations more 
strictly than formerly. 

The following extracts from the fish- 
ery regulations will be of interest to 
anglers, and will, I am sure, be ap- 
proved of by all true sportsmen, 

“Section 31—(a) Angling or trolling 
in waters frequented by trout, grayling 
or Rocky Mountain Whitefish, is pro- 
hibited, except under permit. tb) 
Every British subject resident in the 
province for which it is issued shall be 
eligible for an angling and trolling 
permit. The annual fee for such per- 
mit shall be ome dollar. (c) Every 
non-resident shall be eligible for an 
angling and trolling permit, the fea 
on which shall be one dollar for a 
single day, or $5 for the season.

| FIRST THIN THINGS. | 


The first foreign-war in which the 
United States engaged was against 
her former friend and ally, France, 
The tenor of judicial opinion has been 
that I'rance and the United States 
were not at war, but, as several naval 
engagements were fought, there were 
all the conditions of real warfare ex- 
cept a formal declaration. The selzuro 
of American vessels by France was the 
cause of the trouble, and on May 15, 
1797, just 117 years ago today, a spe- 
cial session of congress was convened 
in Philadelphia at the call of President 
John Adams to consider the strained 
relations between the United States 
and the nation which had alded the re- 
public to achieve its independence. 
France was then governed by the dl- 
rectory, and Napoleon had just com- 
menced those successful campaigns 
which were to win for him the imperial 
crown. A commission was sent to 
Franco to take up the matter of a sete 
tlement. When the commissioners 
were asked to bribe members of the 
directory; Charles C, Pinckney replied 
with the famous phrase, “Millions for 
defense, but not a cent for tribute.” 
The commission failed in its mission, 
and in 1798 commercial intercourse 
with France was suspended, all French 
treaties were declared yold, and naval 
warfare commenced.

T TODAY IN DOMINION 
HISTORY. 


Every North American knows the 
story of Wolfe's great victory on the 
plains of Abraham, a triumph which 
cost the life of the gallant young com- 
mander, but what came after is itself 
a stirring tale which is seldom told. 
The British conquest of Canada was 
far from assured by the capture of 
Quebec. The French still had a large 
army in the field, and an able com- 
mander in De Levis. The latter de- 
feated Murray, who had succeeded 
Wolfe, upon the battlefield of St. Foye, 
and the English were driven into the 
city. Cold, hunger and decimating 
illness worked havoc with the British 
defenders of Quebec, and the Winter 
following Wolfe's victory was one of 
terrible suffering and hardship. The 
lilies of France had been hauled down 
from the ramparts of Quebec, but 
there was still hope for the French. 
Victory for one side or the other de- 
pended upon the arrival of reinforce- 
ments. With the coming of spring. 
De Levis hoped for the arrival of the 
expected French fleet, while the Eng- 
lish troops shup up in Quebec were 
equally anxious for succor. It was a 
critical situation, with the final tri- 
umph still in the balance, when on a 
glad day 154 years ago today, May 15, 
1760, the British fleet under Admiral 
Swanton arrived for the rellef of Que- 
bec, The coming of reinforcements 
put a different face upon affairs, and 
De Levis, falling back upon Montreal, 
realized ‘that the game was about 
played to a conclusion, Wolfe's vic- 
tory made the conquest of Canada 
possible, Lat it was Admiral Swanton's 
fleet that made it certain. The fresh 
troops advanced on Montreal but it 
was not until September, 1760, a year 
after the battle on the plains of Abra- 
ham, that the astute De Levis was 
finally hemmed in by an overpowering 
army and forced to surrender. It was 
then left to diplomacy to complete the 
conflict of centuries, and for once, 
when Canada was concerned,-the Drit- 
Ish diplomats were successful. 


TODAY'S BIRTHDAY 
PARTY 


Sir Ray Lankester, 67 Today, 
Famous Son of Famous Father. 

Sir Edward Ray Lankester, the dis- 
tinguished English zoologist and evo- 
lutionist, was born in London sixty- 
seven years ago today, Like that 
greatest of evolutionists, Charles Dar- 
win, Sir Ray had a= distinguished 
father, and his youth was spent in an 
atmosphere of gcholarship and sclenti- 
fic interests, Tho elder Lankester 
was a celebrated physician, lecturer 
at medical colleges, editor of the Jour- 
nal of Social Science, and the author 
of several medical and sociological 
works, The centenary of the birth of 
Dr, Edwin Lankester was observed by 

Qnglish physicians last month, 

Darwin's theories as to the origin of 
species were beginning to win the 
general acceptance of the scientific 
world, but were bitterly opposed by 
theologians, when Edwin Ray Lankes- 
ter was a student at Downing College, 
Cambridge, and Christ Church, Ox- 
ford, and the young man early be- 
came a doughty defender of Darwin- 
ism, The patient research which had 
marked Darwin's development of his 
epochal theory was reflected in the 
first book of his disciple, “A Mono- 
graph of the Cephalaspidian Fishes,” 
which was published when the author 
was only twenty-three years old, 

Sir Ray spent many years in a thor- 
ough study of the brains of man and 
his “apelike projenitors," and he has 
found that there {s no so-called "“miss- 
ing link” between man and monkey so 
far as size of brain is concerned, 

“Using cubic centimeters as units,” 
said the scientist, “we find that a 
good average European brain is of the 
bulk of 1,500 units. The gorilla has a 
slightly larger brain than the chim- 
panzee or the ourang. One of good 
medium bulk measures 600 units, or a 
third of that of*the well-develop 
European, 

“The size of European human brains 
also yaries within very large Jimits, 
about a third more and a third less; 
that is, from about 1,000 units to near-

ALBERTA FIR 


Keen Competition of New Zea- 
land Butter Forced Cream- 
ery Men to Seek Remedy 


PAID OFF DEFICIT 
AND NOW HAS SURPLUS 


Alberta Department of Agricul- 
ture Showed Way Out of 
Difficulties. 


The keen competition which Alberta 
creamery butter met from New Zea- 
Jand butter on the markets of the 
Yacific coast during 1912 resulted in 
certain of the Alberta creameries hay- 
ing to record a deficit for that year, 
on account of having produced con- 
siderable second class buter. This had 
the effect of stirring up new ideas for 
improved work in 1918, The example 
set by the manager of the Cardston 
creamery shows what can be done In 
the way of securing results when the 
proper method is employed, 

At the close of the year 1912 the 
Cardston creamery had a deficit of 
$2,700." A new manager, Mr, McIntosh, 
was appointed in February, 1913, Up 
until the end of June the butter from 
this factory graded about one-half 
“firsts and the balance “seconds” and 
“off grades." Mr. McIntosh asked his 
board of directors if he might grade ail 
cream in three grades, first grade 
cream to be paid for at the rate of 4 
cents more than the second grade, and 
that “third” or “off grade’ cream be 
returned to the producer. This sug- 
xestion Was granted and at the end of 
the first month the shipments graded 
76 per cent “firsts.” 

At this tlme the Alberta department 
of agriculture started a new grade 
standard, All butter grading 89 points 
or over was classed as ‘special’; that 
grading 37 points and over for flavor

The first shipment from the Card- 
ston creamery in the month of August, 
amounting to some 4,000 pounds, had 
60 per cent. of it graded “special” and 
brought 28 cents a pound, Another 30 
per cent. graded ‘first’ and sold for 26 
cents a pound, and the balance went 
“second” and brought only 22 cents a 
pound, This looked good to the butter 
maker, and he continued grading care- 
fully, till in the first week in Septem- 
ber the climax was reached when Mr, 
McIntosh had 95 per cent. in “specials,” 
25 in “firsts,” and 2.6 in “seconds,” 

Cardston creamery now has paid all 
its indebtedness of 2,700, besides 
meeting all running expenses, and has 
a surplus to begin on next season. 
This was done in the face of stiff com- 
petition from a creamery in a nearby 
town, and from a city dairy 60 miles 
away with good railway facilities for 
shipping cream, but Cardston cream- 
ery never lost a patron.

DON’T LIKE IDEA 
OF “PRISON” FARM 


Commissioners Points Out 
That No More Prisoners 
Will Be Sent. 


James Rowan and H. McDonald, 
representing the Industrial Workers of 
the World, interviewed Commissioner 
Booth for two hours yesterday after- 
noon between five and seven o'clock 

The men demanded that positions bo 
found at a reasonable wage for all the 
unemployed in the city. They stated 
that they belonged to an organization 
that had branches in practically every 
city In Canada and the United States, 
and threatened to bring 10,006 men to 
Edmonton from“other cities in western 
Canada if the city and provincial au- 
thorities did not do something to re- 
lieve the conditions that prevailed, 

Commissioner Booth told the men 
that it was impossible to guarantee 
them any wages but in a case where 
the men were starving the city would 
take care of them. 

“In your parade this afternoon there 
were o large number of floaters, and 
we cannot get jobs for every man that 
came into town during the last week 
or day,” stated the commissioner. 

The delegation left with the assur- 
ance that only the men who were very 
deserving and who had been here for 
some considerable time would be pro- 
vided for by the city. 

It was reported this morning that 
there was a possibility of the militla’s 
being called out, but Commissionct 
Booth, when interviewed by a repre- 
sentative of the Capital early thia 
morning, stated that there had been 
no suggestion of calling out the militia 

“There will be no trouble, to my 
mind, that the police cannot easily 
handle. Those desiring work can g6 
to the city farm, and {if there is any 
trouble they will be arrested and sent 
there, or out of the city,” he sald, 

“A representative of the I.W.W.'s 
told me yesterday that the men would 
not go to the city farm because it 
was called a ‘prison’ farm. If it 1s 
decided to send these men to the 
farms there will be no more prisoners 
sent and anyway the guards at the 
farm work as hard as the prisoners, 
We will send them out in wagons, 
too.”

POOR PAINTERS 
OF PARIS STARVE; 
EFFACED BY RICH 


Paris, May 15.—The other day a 
youn polish painter died of starvation 
in the Latin quarter. He had not 
partaken of food in forty-eight hours. 
Why this should be so will perhaps 
be understood when it is thated that 
upwards of 10,000 paintings are now 
being exhibited in one building, the 
Grand Palais, in connection with the 
Spring salons. 

At the Artistes there are 5,547 can- 
vases; at the Beaux Arts salon under 
the same roof there are more than 
4,000, Most of this overwhelming 
flood of pictures is produced within 
a few square miles on the left bank 
of the river Seine and nowhere in the 
world is the struggle for life so keen 
and bitter as in this hive of artistic 
activity, 

Thousands of hungry artists—Ame- 
rican, English, Frech, German, tn fact 
of every nationality—are now despair- 
ing over the fevrish output of paint- 
ings which annually flood the market, 
making it more and more difficult for 
new men to earn a living. In addi- 
tion to the miles of canvases exhibited 
in the Grand Palais there are dozens 
of other important shows given in 
Paris yearly, and it is computed that 
not less than 25,000 new paintings are 
produced yearly in Paris alone, 

Rising men bitterly complain of the 
fact that most of the available wall 
space In the exhibition halls is occu- 
pied by wealthy artists of established 
reputation, which has the effect of 
crowding out the works of newcomers. 

The worst: feautre of this etate of 
things is that reputable painters, hay- 
ing gratified their vanity by showing 
the public their works, take the can- 
vases back to their studios and blot 
them out, while the young men who 
paint pictures to sell are at their wits’ 
end to reach the public. 

Americans are overcoming this diffi- 
culty this year by organizing a purely 
American exhibition to be held next 
fall whereat young mon will be wel- 
comed, 


TEMPERANCE WAVE 
WILL SWEEP OVER 
WESTERN PROVINCES 


That a wave of temperance is 
sweeping over Canada from the far 
east maritime provinces to Alberta In 
the west, and that inside of five years 
Alberta, like Ontario, will be abolish- 
ing bara instead of adding to them, Is 
the statemetn of G, G. Edwards, a 
prominent temperance worker of St. 
John, N.B,, who is a visitor in the city 
today. “The temperance people are 
sure to win out in thelr fight for the 
abolition of the bar,” sald Mr, Ed- 
wards, 

Mr. Edwards stated that In some of 
the provinces in the east where he 
came from there was a Scott act rule, 
and that it worked to satisfaction. lor 
the first offence of seiling Mquor a 
heavy fine is imposed, and for the 
second and third offences offenders 
are put in jail, and even women who 
break the liquor-selling law are dealt 
with severely, 

When asked his opinion as to the 
probable outcome of the temperance 
campaign for this province as pro- 
posed for next year, Mr. Edwards 
sald: “The temperance cause of Al- 
berta will win out. The stores, fac- 
tories and railroads of this province, 
with their thousands of employees, are 
now getting so they will not have a 
man in thelr employ who Is addicted 
to drink, because a man’s efficlency is 
lessened by half, if he is even a moder- 
ate drinker.” Mr. Edwards stated that 
the efforts of the temperance people 
in this province might well be directed 
along the Ines of construction of the 
new railroads, where the absence of 
liquor was necessary to good work 
among such a large number of men.

ducers instead of destroyers, it would 
he much better for everyone concerned, 

rhis part of Mr, Magrath’s speech 
apparently set a large number of the 
delegates to the convention thinking, 
wid it Is not improbable that some con- 
certed action may be taken along the 
lines suxgested, 

‘the “president of tffe Industrial as- 
rociation made very opimtistic ad- 
dress on the future of Alberta, It open- 
ed the eyes of even a large number 
cf those present who had already heard 
nud seen a lot about this province, 
particularly when he quoted figures of 
resources and the statement re- 
cently made by Dr, H. M. Tory of Al- 
berta could supply, without outside 
help, 50,000,000 people if organized and

He 
added: “We have now got an ap- 
paratus with which we can telephone 
a distance of 100 miles, Some of the 
further tests are to be made between 
ships and shore stations In south 
England and Wales. So far the 
greatest distance over which we have 
spoken successfully was 88 miles. 
That was between Italian battleships 
on the Mediterraneanabout six days 
ARO. We have completed an appara- 
tus for 100 miles at least but we Have 
not finished testing it yet Our me- 
thod of communication {s just the 
same as with wireless telegraph ex- 
cept that Instead of sending wireless 
telegraphic messages, we send over 
the intervening space wireless words, 
The new principle involved, {ts that 
we have a new way of producing what 
are called continuous waves. 

“IT think we shall be able presently 
to telephone wirelessly from England 
to America, It may be a question of 
years, | do not know how soon, but [ 
think it will come. Our chief difficulty 
is in controlling sufficient power to 
carry the message that distance. 

I think we shall be able to tele- 
phone wirelessly between England and 
France very soon now, perhaps before 
the ond of the year, The conversa- 
tions we have had have been quite 
clear. I think we can speak better 
by night than by day, we can tele- 
phone further. 

The Itallan government has adopted 
the aparatus, We have sent it enough 
for 20 ships The Ttallan nayy is so 
far the only which has itt. 

Wireless telephony can be carried 
out by the same men and the same 
apparatus as we have at present for 
Wireless lelegraphy. I do not yet 
know {ts cost, but probably It) will 
be cheaper than telegraphy.

MAIN FLOOR 
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THE PROPOSAL WHICH WILL ANNIHILATE 
THE BORDEN GOVERNMENT. 


The pretensions of the Borden government that in its arrange- 
ment with Mackenzie and Mann it is making a deal by which the pub- 
lic of Canada is to be protected were shattered in little more than a 
sentence when Sir Wilfrid Laurier commenced to deal with the pro- 
posal in the Dominion house. : 

Through the newspapers and in the explanation made by Premier 
Borden in the Dominion house, the country was told that the proposal 
vas to reduce the common stock of the Canadian Northern and its 
subsidiary companies from $140,000,000 to $100,000,090, by wip- 
ing out the subsidiary companies and amalgamating all the several 
parts of the concern, (now stocked in toto for $140,000,000,) into 
one company, and that the government was to retain $40,000,000 
of the $100,000,000 of common stock. In consideration of this it 
was to find $45,000,000 with which Mackenzie and Mann was to 
complete their railway. : 

But when the proposal comes into the Dominion house in the 
form in which it is to be enacted into law, the actual text has an en- 
tirely different meaning. The capital common stock of the company 
is not reduced, but raised. At present the C.N.R. common stock stands 
at $77,000,000. This is to be made $100,000,000, a raise of $33,- 
000,000. The subsidiary companies are not to be wiped out. On 
the contrary, the government virtually ratifies the perpetuation of 
their existence by taking a mortgage, upon the holdings of common 
stock in the various subsidiary companies, twenty-eightin all, 

The common stock of the parent company, therefore, is raised 
the thirty-three million, while the twenty-eight subsidiary companies 
still remain in existence, the government getting merely the water ad- 
ded to the common stock of the parent company—with a few more 
sheaves of water certificates thrown across the table from the Mac- 
kenzie and Mann stack to make the balance even—and an indirect 
mortgage upon the common stock of the various subsidiary compan- 
ies, common stock which does not represent a dollar of invested capi- 
tal in the first place and which—so the returns show—is already 
mortgaged for some eighteen millions before the government ever 
enters into the transaction at all. ches 

Shorn of its pretensions and subterfuges, the whole thing is an 
attempt, under the guise of protecting the public, to give a value to 
$100,000,000 worth of common stock which represents no invest- 
ment, and of which Mackenzie and Mann get $60,000,000, The 
public—who make the stock valuable by paying the freight—retain 
tour shares for every six they give value to and hand over to Macken- 
zieand Mann, The stock in the subsidiaries remains where it was and 
Mackenzie and Mann retain in all, subject to a caviat held by the gov- 
ernment. The government's only chance of ever coming into posses- 
sion of it in case the whole project collapses to such an extent that the 
iwenty-eight various subsidiary companies cannot pay interest on the 
eighteen millions already raised against the same as collateral. Even 
in this case, itis not quite clear that the government would not have 
to pay the eighteen millions to release the collateral before ‘it could 
come into possession of the actual share certificates; or that it would 
not be compelled to, whether or no, in case the project collapsed. 

As a piece of ponderous bunco the Canadian Northern deal now 
being advanced by the Borden government is entitled to a place as the 
climax and crescendo of the rotten politico-financial relationships 
existing between Canadian governments and Canadian railway mani- 
pulators, : 

Under the circumstances, there is only one way out and this is 
the way pointed by Sir Wilfrid Laurier. The country cannot afford to 
see the project collapse. To do so would wreck the credit of Cana- 
dian projects all over Europe. It would bring panic and disaster to 
Canadian institutions, involving thousands in ruin. So completely 
have these promoters intertwined and involved their schemes with 
the Canadian banks that it is doubtful if, in case of a collapse of the 
C. N. R. and a cessation of construction, the Canadian banking sys- 
tem could survive the shock. Not only has public money been poured 
out through the dominion treasury to aid the scheme, but the public’s 
savings, through the national banks, have been staked upon the en- 
terprize, It cannot be allowed to stop. It must be put through and it 
must be placed upon a paying basis. 

But where the public is being compelled to finance the project, 
where the public’s money is being poured out through the treasury and 
through the banks for the construction of the road, the public should 
and must control the road, This is the stand which Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier takes; and it is the only stand consistent with common sense and 
a decent regard for the rights of the public, 

This was the policy of Premier Borden previous to his coming 
into office, when he held that where the country was putting up the 
money to build the road it should control the road. 

If the liberal party, previous to the present time, has not laid 
sufficient emphasis upon this policy, but is doing so now, then the 
liberal party has changed its position from wrong to right. If the con- 
servative party advocated this policy in 1904 and has departed from 
it upon accession to office, then the conservative party has changed 
from right to wrong. 

Once the Canadian Northern proposal is before the country in 
a manner that it will be properly understood there is no doubt about 
what the public willdo. The Borden government will be annihilated.

FOR A MUNICIPAL 
PAVING PLANT, 


The proposal, made by the commissioner of public works, that 
the city purchase a paving plant and go into the paving business, is one 
which should have been made long ago and given effect to. Had the 
city had a plant for the past six years it might have been the means of 
saving the ratepayers a lot of money, 

With consistent regularity Edmonton has been paying the highest 
price paid for paving in the west. And with the same consistent re- 
gularity it has been letting the bulk of the contracts to the highest 
bidder. Whether the city has been getting the best quality of paving 
is something which those in the engineering department, who have 
had the letting of the contracts, claim to be alone competent to judge. 
But certainly Jasper avenue does not look as though this had been 
the case. This year, with a new arrangement at the city hall, paving 
prices show a remarkable drop. But the same recommendation comes 
through from the same source, in the engineering department, that the 
highest tenderer get the big bulk of the work, and this recommenda- 
tion, incidentally, is made without consultation by the engineering de- 
partment with the commissioner into whose responsibility the adjudi- 
cation of the matter of contracts properly enters. 

The whole thing may be all right, absolutely, and the engineering 
department which has been giving the contracts to the highest ten- 
derers for years may have good reasons for attempting to do so again 
in the face of many lower bids. But to the uninitiated the whole 
thing looks mysterious. Certainly there is a very wide range in the 
prices, a range which is explainable only on one or two grounds, that 
somebody has been getting too much fer work done, or that some 
others are willing to do work for too little. 

The quickest and most incontrovertible way to settie that ques- 
tion would be for the city to go into the business itself. With one 
year’s practical operation it could be determined what the actual cost 
of paving really is. If the municipal plant never did any more than 
this, it would pay for itseif in one year. If, on the other hand, it 
should be discovered that the city can do the work cheaper than it 
can be done under contract, then the city should altogether cease let- 

ting contracts.

EMPLOYMENT AGENTS 


EXPLAIN SITUATION 
AS TO UNEMPLOYED 


To the editor of the Capital— 

Although we, the undersigned, are 
like the majority of thoughtful citi- 
zens who pay scant attention to the 
wild statements of the I, W. W. leaders 
and similar unscrupulous agitators, in 
view of the prominence given in the 
press of the city and in the delibera- 
tions of the city council to certain lying 
attacks on the employment agencies of 
this city, it would seem advisable to 
direct public attention to the true as- 
pect of the unemployment situation. 

We are all, sir, reputable agents for 
the employment of labor, with large ex- 
perience in all the phases of agency 
work, and the management of con- 
struction camps and similar centers of 
labor. We are licensed for this work 
by the Dominion government and the 
city of Edmonton, and our offices and 
books are carefully inspected monthly 
by Mr. A. F. George of the emigration 
department, and whenever the city de- 
sires by Mr, Thomas McCallum, the 
license inspector, Every fee received 
is entered in our books and to every 
man who is successful in obtaining 
work is immediately given an official 
receipt for his fee. Above all, before 
work is advertised, we insist on receiv- 
ing from the contractor official notifi- 
cation in black and white of all vacan- 
cies to be filled. 

In addition, any fees or expenses 
paid by a man who does not receive 
employment are immediately refunded 
by any reputable agent. 

Now, sir, for the public statements 
of the I. W, W. leaders, To account 
for the attitude of these industrious 
agitators, it might be well to explain 
at the outset that no employment agent 
will wittingly accept a fee or locate a 
; position to any active member of the 
so-called Industrial Workers of the 
World. No contractor will wittingly 
employ them,s«for he recognizes the 
folly of adyancing railway fares to idle 
men who try to spread dissension, and 
are finally fired after two or three days 
either for incompetence or sheer idle- 
ness. 

It might also be stated that because 
of Edmonton being generally known 
among large employers of labor as the 
strong-hold of the I. W. W. organiza- 
tion that such employers have in the 
past and are now getting their labor 
from other points as a matter of self 
protection. This condition works as 
a detriment to Edmonton as a center 
of labor distribution which has been 
a largé factor in the city’s prosperity, 

These accusations against the em- 
ployment agents of the city are that 
contractors and agents are dividing 
fees wrested from poor men on false 
pretences and that the three-gang sys- 
tem is being practiced, whereby one 
fang is working, another gang has just 
been fired, and a third is just being 
hired, 

Now, Sir, these statements are as 
utterly foolish as they are utterly un- 
true, What contractor on earth, for 
the sake of 50 cents, or any other con- 
sideration, is going to play ducks and 
drakes with his business by hiring men 
for a day or two, and firing them as 
soon as they become at all valuable? 
We hereby challenge any person. to 
bring proof of the absurd statement 
that the employment agencies of this 
city, licensed by the Dominion § of 
Canada, and the city of Edmonton, are 
either dividing fees with any contrac- 
tor, or maintaining any device by which 
men are defrauded of one cent piece. 

The problem of unemployment usual- 
ly contains an element of the unem- 
ployable, That element is seemingly 
concentrated in the self-appointed 
leaders of the Unemployed league. 

In common with all we regret for 
every reason, any tension in the labor 
market. The remedy, however, would 
not appear to consist In telling cal- 
culated cold-blooded Hes about men 
pursuing a legitimate and honest call- 
ing.

CORRECTION IS MADE 
OF IMPRESSION AS TO 
FISHERY REGULATIONS, 


To the Editor of the Capital: 

An article published in your columns 
several weeks ago with regard to a 
change of the administration of fishery 
laws by a more rigorous enforcement 
of fishery regulations respecting 
anglers has had a quite misleading ef- 
fect in the country districts. Thougn 
your statement was substantially cor- 
rect many settlers have misinterpreted 
it, evidently thinking that an un- 
reasonable restriction had been placed 
on the privilege, so long enjoyed by 
jthem, of angling for jackfish, and 
other varieties of coarse fish. 

I will be very obliged if, through 
/your columns, in the public interest, 
you will correct this impression. 

So far as I am informed no change 
has been made in the fishery regula- 
tions “published under order in coun- 
cil of 12th February, 1910,” though the 
department of fisheries is endeavoring 
to enforce these regulations more 
strictly than formerly. 

The following extracts from the fish- 
ery regulations will be of interest to 
anglers, and will, I am sure, be ap- 
proved of by all true sportsmen. 

“Bection 31—(a) Angling or trolling 
in waters frequented by trout, grayling 
or Rocky Mountain Whitefish, is pro- 
hibited, except under permit. (bd) 
Every British subject resident in the 
| province for which it is issued shall be 
; eligible for an angling and trolling 
) permit. The annual fee for such per- 
mit shall be one dollar. (c) Every 
non-resident shall be eligible for an 
angling and trolling permit, the fea 
on which shall be one dollar for a 
single day, or $5 for the season.

The law requiring anglers who may 
fish in streams frequented by trout, 
grayling or Rocky Mountain whitefish 
to pay a fee, and take a permit, is in- 
tended more particularly to apply to 
the mountain streams, such as the 
upper waters of the Saskatchewan, 
Macleod, Pembina, and Athabasca and 
their tributaries; though if jit be 
strictly enforced would apply to 
angling in the Saskatchewan river in 
the neighborhood of Edmonton, where 
trout are sometimes found.

The first foreign Svar in which the 
United States engaged was against 
her former friend and ally, France, 
The tenor of judicial opinion has been 
that France and the United States 
were not at war, but, as several nayal 
engagements were fought, there were 
all the conditions of ‘real warfare ex- 
cept a formal declaration. The seizure 
of American vessels by France was the 
cause of the trouble, and on May 15, 
1797, just 117 years ago today, a spe- 
cial session of congress was convened 
in Philadelphia at the call of President 
John Adams to consider the strained 
relations between the United States 
and the nation which had alded the re- 
public to achieve its independence, 
France was then governed by the di- 
rectory, and Napoleon had just com- 
menced those successful campaigns 
which were to win for him the imperial 
crown. A commission was sent to 
France to take up the matter of a sete 
tlement. When the commissioners 
were asked to bribe members of the 
directory, Charles C, Pinckney replied 
with the famous phrase, “Millions for 
defense, but not a cent for tribute.” 
The commission failed in its mission, 
and in 1798 commercial intercourse 
with France was suspended, all French 
treaties were declared yoid, and naval 
warfare commenced,

HISTORY, 


Every North American knows the 
story of Wolfe’s great victory on the 
plains of Abraham, a triumph which 
cost the Ife of the gallant young com- 
mander, but what came after is itself 
a stirring tale which is seldom told. 
The British conquest of Canada was 
far from assured by the capture of 
Quebec, The French still had a large 
army in the field, and an able com- 
mander in De Levis. The latter de- 
feated Murray, who had succeeded 
Wolfe, upon the battlefield of St. Foye, 
and the English were driven into the 
city. Cold, hunger and decimating 
illness worked havoc with the British 
defenders of Quebee, and the Winter 
following Wolfe's: victory was one of 
terrible suffering and hardship. The 
lilles of France had been hauled down 
from the ramparts of Quebec, but 
there was still “hope for the French. 
Victory for one side or the other de- 
pended upon the arrival of reinforce- 
ments, With the coming of spring. 
De Levis hoped for the arrival of the 
expected French fleet, while the Eng- 
lish troops shup up in Quebec were 
equally anxious for succor. Jt was a 
critical situation, with the final tri- 
umph still in the balance, when on a 
glad day 154 years ago today, May 15, 
1760, the British fleet under Admiral 
Swanton arrived for the relief of Que- 
bee. The coming of reinforcements 
put a different face upon affairs, and 
De Levis, failing back upon Montreal, 
realized that the game was «about 
played to a conclusion, Wolfe's vic- 
tory made the conquest of Canada 
possible, but it was Admiral Swanton's 
The fresh 
troops advanced on Montreal but it 
was not until September, 1760, a year 
after the battle on the plains of Abra- 
ham, that the astute De Levis was 
finally hemmed in by an overpowering 
army and forced to surrender. It was 
then left to diplomacy to complete the 
conflict of centuries, and for once, 
when Canada was concerned, the DBrit- 
ish diplomats were successful.

Sir Ray Lankester, 67 Today, 
Famous Son of Famous Father, 

Sir Edward Ray Lankester, the dis- 
tinguished English zoologist and evo- 
lutionist, was born in London sixty- 
seven years ago today, Like that 
greatest of evolutionists, Charles Dar- 
win, Sir Ray had a_ distinguished 
father, and his youth was spent in an 
atmosphere of scholarship and sclentl- 
fic interests, The elder Lankester 
was a celebrated physician, lecturer 
at medical colleges, editor of the Jour- 
nal of Social Science, and the author 
of several medical and _ sociological 
works, The centenary of the birth of 
Dr. Edwin Lankester was observed by 
English physicians last month, 

Darwin's theories as to the origin of 
species were beginning to «win the 
general. acceptance of the scientific 
world, but were bitterly opposed by 
theologians, When Edwin Ray Lankes- 
ter was a student at Downing College, 
Cambridge, and Christ Church, Ox- 
ford, and the young man early be- 
came a doughty defender of Darwin- 
ism. The patient research which had 
marked Darwin's development of his 
epochal theory was reflected in the 
first book of his disciple, “A Mono- 
graph of the Cephalaspidian Fishes,” 
which was published when the author 
was only twenty-three years old. 

Sir Ray spent many years in a thor- 
ough study of the brains of man and 
his “apelike projenitors,” and he has 
found that there is no so-called “miss- 
ing link” between man and monkey so 
far as size of brain Js concerned. 

“Using cuble centimeters as units,” 
said the scientist, “we find that a 
good average European braln ts of the 
bulk of 1,500 unite, The gorilla has a 
slightly larger brain than.tho chim- 
Ppanzee or the ourang. One of good 
medium bulk measures 500 units, or a 
third of that of the well-develop 
European, 

“The size of uropean human brains 
also varies within very large limits, 
about a third more and a third less;

TEMPERANCE WAVE 
WILL SWEEP. OVER 
WESTERN PROVINCES 


That a wave of temperance is 
sweeping over Canada from the far 
east maritime provinces to Alberta In 
the west, and that Inside of five years 
Alberta, like Ontario, will be abolish- 
ing bars instead of adding to them, is 
the staternetn of G, G, Edwards, a 
prominent temperance worker of St. 
John, N.B,, who is a visitor in the city 
today. "The temperance people are 
sure to win out in thelr fight for the 
abolition of the bar," said Mr, Ed- 
wards, 

Mr. Edwards stated that in some of 
the provinces In the east where he 
came from there was a Scott act rule, 
and that it worked to satisfaction. For 
the first offence of selling Mquor a 
heavy fine is imposed, and for the 
second and third offences offenders 
are put in jail, and even women who 
break the Mquor-selling law are dealt 
with severely. 

When asked his opinion as to the 
probable outcome of the temperance 
campaign for this province as pro- 
posed for mext year, Mr. Edwards 
said; “The temperance cause of Al- 
berta will win out. The stores, fac- 
torles and railroads of this province, 
with their thousands of employees, are 
now getting so they will not have a 
man in thelr employ who Is addicted 
to drink, because a man's efficiency is 
lessened by half, if he is even a moder- 
ate drinker,” Mr. Edwards stated that 
the efforts of the temperance people 
{n this province might well be directed 
along the lines of construction of the 
new railroads, where the absence of 
liquor was mneceasary to good work 
among such a large number of men.

Railway and Shipping News. 


The summer train schedules are ex- 
vected to be announced by the Cana- 
dian Northern, Grand Trunk Pacific 
and Canadian Pacific railways almost 
any day now and will probably come 
into force on June 1. 

The time table for the C. P. R. will 
probubly not change inuch, as far as 
Edmonton is concerned, No new trains 
are Hhely to be put on, but the time 
of some or all of these running be- 
tween Calgary and Edmonton may be 
shortened, It was rumored during the 
winter that it was the intention of 
the company to inaugurate a five-hour 
service between the two cities, the 
present time varying from seven to 
elght hours. Since both the G, T. P. 
and C. N. R. will probably have 
through trains between Edmonton and 
Calgary this year, the older road may, 
in the face of competition, reduce its 
[time as reported. 

The G. T. P,, it is thought, will again 
have two daily trains each way be- 
{tween Winnipeg and Edmonton, one 
larriving here in the evening and the 
other {n the morning, and one also 
jleaving for the east in the morning 
and evening, The service on the main'| 
line west will probably be extended 
'so that trains will run from Edmon- 
ton through to Prince George and back. 
At present a night’s stop must be made 
jat Mebride West of Prince George | 
jthe road for a distance of about 150 
miles is now being ballasted and made 
ready for heavy traffic, and some kind 
of train service will likely be put on 
so that trains will run on every part 
of the line, right to Prince Rupert. The 
present daily-except-Sunday — service 
between the city and Edsen will also 
be kept on, but they may run to Jasper 
ind leave the city in the forenoon, in- 
stead of the afternoon as at present. 

The G, T. P. will also have at least 
one first class train daily train to Cal- 
rary, with dining car and -first class 
equipment, it will likely leave each 
city every morning, connecting at To- 
field with the main line — trains. A 
inight train may also be put on, con- 
necting with the other main lne trains, 
{but this is doubtful, 

The biggest changes will be made on 
the Canadian Northern, but the new 
schedule may not come into effect on 
this road as soon as the others. 

One change contemplated ts in the 
Athabasca service; in fact, it is prac- 
tleally assured that passengers may 
leave either the city or the Landing 
any morning and arrive back the same 
evening, with about two hours stop at 
the other hand. 

The main Hne will be operated as 
far as Tollerton, the first divisional 
point west, to serve several new towns 
and a considerable district yet having 
no ratiway connections. This 1s the 
gist of information unofficially given 
out recently, Trains may alse run on 
the Peace River branch, which leaves 
the main line at Onoway on this side of 
Lac Ste. Anne. 

The Canadian Northern's Calgary 
service will be via the Camrose short 
line. Trains will leave Edmonton, 
probably from the new” south side 
station, each morning, arrive in Cal- 
gary, via Camrose, Warden, Stettler 
and Munson, that evening, and vice 
versa on the return trip. 

The Stony Plain and the matin line 
east services are to remain substantial- 
ly as at present, in all probability, 
though a new train may be put on the 
Winnipeg-Edmonton run, via Regina, 
and the time of the main line trains 
may be shortened,
